The Richmond and Daaviile Ratlroad 

Considerable indignation exists among 
Atlanta merchants in consequence of a 
rumor that the officials of the Richmond 
and Danville railroad are refusing to sell 
thousand mile or three thousand mile 
tickets to the people of Georgia. 

The truth of the matter seems to be, 
as near as can be learned ai this moment, 
that the Richmond and Danville railroad 
is selling three thousand mile tickets to 
citizens of other states at two cents per 
mile, but the road refuses to sell to citi- 
zens of Georgia at the same rate mainly 
because Géorgia has a riilroad com- 
mission. It is furthermore learned that 
thousand mile tickets can be bought by 
any person, no matter what his nativity, 
at three cents a mile. 

As this is of great intarest to the peo- 
ple of a state the railroad policy of which 
is sought to be dictated from Wall street 
and other foreign lands, THe Constirv- 
TION yesterday caused the matter to be 
laid member of the railroad 
commission.

Manufactories in the South, 
New Orleans Times. 

One of the results of the cotton exposition at 
Atianta next fall will be that the eses of northern 
cotton manufacturers will be opened to the fact 
that cottou can be manufactured in the south at 
less cost and with greater profit than in the New 
England states. Very few of the manufacturers 
of New Eugland have ever been in the south, and 
the great majority, ifnotallof them, tnereiore, 
bave very erroneous ideas about the facilities 
which the south possesses for the manufacture 
think 


of cotton goods. Some of them 
that the climate is unsuitable, others 
that labor cannot be obtained, 


ard still others, that the composition of southern 
society is hostile to manufaciuring enterpris:s 
rhey offer to ignore the fact that cotton factories, 
wherever they have been established in the south 
have been successful and have yielded a large 
profit on the capitel invested in them, The mills 
at Wesson, Mississippi, have always paid a good 
dividend, and the report for the last year shows 
that the Gratviteville company at Augusta, Ga, 
declared a dividend of fifteen per cent. Other 
mills might be mentioned, but these are sufficient 
tv prove that cotton factories in the south are 
good property. In this city, in the course of a year 
or so, there is reason to believe that cotton 
will be manufactured on an ex- 
tensive scale The truth is, the 
southern people are anxious for the establishment 
of cotton factories and are prepared to encourage 
themin every possible way. In this s.ate they 
are exempt from taxation fora good many years 
afterthey are in operation. With 1egard to the 
climate, it is all that could be desired. Its effect 
upon cotton is beneficial, and it is in every 
respect an assistance, and not a hindrance as the 
climate of New England is, to the manufacture 
of cotton cloth. There is plenty of labor. It 
isn't skilled labor, of course,but it isof a kind that 
can quickly be made efficient, and, besides, 
skilled labor will always follow the factories. 
Cotton ought to be manuctured in the sectien of 


country where it is grown, especially 
if it can be manufactured there 
more profitably than elsewhere. 


That this can be done we hope will be fully and 
clearly shown to capitalists during *he Atlanta 
exposition. Itis a noticeable fact that there has 
been a very large increase in the production and 
manufactnre of iron in the southern states within 
the iast ten years. According to the census 
reports the increase in Kentucky has been 43 per 
cent; in Tennessee, 126 per cent; in Georgia, 265, 
and in Alabama 792 percent. The increase in 
Alabama has been enormous. This is due 
largely to her increased facilities. Capitalists 
bave found out thatiron can be produced there 
very much cheaper thanin Pennsylvania, not- 
withstanding the fact that the costof railway 
transportation isconsiderably sgreater. It is 
authoritatively announced that one of the largest 
manufacturers of iron and Bessamer 
steel in Pennsylvania is about to transfer his works 
to Alabama. He declares that he can find there 
all the ore, fuel and labor that he needs for his 
business, and that he can afford to pay the higher 
transportation on southern railways and yet 
make a great deal better profit than be can ip 
Pennsylvania. His example will no doubt be 
followed by others, and it may not be many years 
before the iron mines of Alabama, Georgia and 
North Carolina are as famous and as productive as 
the mines of Pennsylvania If the iron manu- 
facturers are moving south, why should not the 
cotton manufacturers move in the same direction ’” 
It may be accepted as certain that this field 
of enterprise will not remain unoccupied 
long. The south is bow attraciing ‘the 
attention of the whole world. The 
progress which she has made, as shown by the 
census since 1870, has attracted wide attention 
and excited greatadmiration. Capitaland immi- 
gration have, in a measure, avoided the south, 
and her miages have remained uudeveloped and 
her lands uncultivated. The world, however, is 
be ginning to realize how great her riches and her 
resources are. Ualess all indications fail the 
next census will contain facts far more suprising 
than the last. It will be shown that the south 
bas lost her purely agricultural character, and 
that her fields furnish the world net only with 
cotton, but, also, that her factories supply a very 
large portion of the manufactured goods which 
the world’s markets demand. 


Pablic Schools in Georgia, 
Providencewournat. 


The school commissioner of the state of Geor- 
gia, in his report for the years 1877 and 1880, a 
synopsis of which is found in THE ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION, has produced some figures which 
are exceedingly creditable to his state, as they 
are encouraging to the friends of educa:ion 
everywhere; for it is not in the nature of things 
that one southern state should exhibit the ad- 
vantages of a good English education, open to 
both races, and attracting yearly more and more 
to partake of its benefits, without influencing for 
good that entire section’ of country. The perco- 
lation of correct ideas, and the imitation of 
worthy examples, may be slow, but they will be 
sure. Evenin Mississippi there is now an oc- 
casional proof of this in that a paper calls for 
the abolition of the hip pocket and the 
building of school houses. There are many indi- 
cations that Georgia is to take the lead in the ac- 
tual reconstruction of the south. The amount of 
ms ney already saved by the negroes, the election 
to the senate of the United States of Brown, the 
enterprise of Atlanta, pay, even the mode of dis- 
cutsing political issues ia the democratic ConstI- 
TUTION, all show an efferver-cence of{public opin- 
ion, adeparture from the old ways, aud an energy, 
whether always well directed or not, which is not 
merely different from but wholly antagonistic to 
a “shooting at the iump’’ methods of the olden 

é. 
- Jt was an inherent necessity of the rule of the 
slave-holder that the slave should be kept in 
ignorance.

10,00. No comment is necessary. But thee 
are some thin about the provision for 
these schools, which, according to New England 
ideas, need revision. Thus, as a whole, there is 
only the state appropriabon and state supervision. 
There is no local taxation; under the const: tution 
however the legislature may grant the power of 
lecal taxation for public schools. This the com- 
missiouer desires to have done. He is right. 
Education, like justice, should be brought to 
every man’s door, and it is } lea ant to notice that 
THE CONSTITUTION agrees with the commissioner. 
Whatever yet remains to be done, Georgia 
deserves honor for what, im this behalf, she kas 
already accomplished Five hundred and thirty 
thousgnd dollars is not what is due to the public 
schools iu Georgia, but is a remarkably good 
showiog under the circumstances.

Lucy Powell Harris was born in Culpeper 
county, Virginia, November 2, 1855. 
tion begun at home uader a governess, but she 
afterwards attended Martha Washington college 
and remained there as a pupil until her father 
removed to Atianta, Ga., in 1863, At the close 
of the war her studies were resumed under the 
tuition of Miss Jennie Clayton, and subsequently 
she was for a short time a pupil of Mrs. Prather. 
At the.age of fourteen or fifteen, she entered 
Wesleyan female institute at Staunton, Virginia, 
and there remained until her education was 
finished. She was a member of the Lee and 
Jackson literary society of that institution, and 
at one time its corresponding secretary. 

In the days of her maidenhood, early 
lovely girl gave her heart to God and became a 
member of the Presbyterian church, a profession 
which she ever afterwards adorned in the sweet- 
spirited character of one who loved everything 
of pure and good report. 

On September last Lucy was taken ill with 
typhoid fever, from which she recovered only to 
be attacked by rheumatism. After many weeks 
of much sufferfng, she also recovered from this 
illness, and thé hearts of her friends were cheered 
with the belief that she would still remain with 
them to be a comfort and joy as she had ever 
been to the. many who loved her. But 
hopes were futile, and this patient and cheerful 
child of affliction now fella victim to lung fever 
from which she was relieved by death on April 
22, 1581. 

After her second attack of illness, Lucy express. 
ed herself as feeling convinced she would never 
be restored to health, but the langu .ge of her lips 
and heart was: “‘God’s will be done,’’ and the 
inex pressible comfort of faith and peace remained 
with herto the last. Dr. Boggs, her kind pastor, 
on one of his visits asked her if she had a con- 
scious living presence of God with her. She 
replied? ‘“‘His everlasting arms are underneath 
me, agd if I could knew that the affliction of 
my death would be sanctified to the salvation of 
my dear father and brothers death wouid have no 
terror to me. It would be like going home— 
sweet relief ’’—that it would ba buta short fare- 
well. 

Oa the morning of her last Sabbath on carth 
she called her youngest brother to her bedside 
and said to him, ‘‘Donnie, I have seen heaven as 
I think none of you have, and I want you to meet 
me there.”’ *‘Mother, where is father and brother 
Nathan and Clemmie. I want to tell them, too, 
to join méin that beautiful and happy world.” 
On being told they had waiked out, she said to 
her mother: ‘It is sad to leave you all, because 
I love you so, but mother, I have had such 
beautiful glimpses of heaves; as dear Mrs 
Powell said before she died, ‘death will be such a 
sweet relief.’ It is so sweet todie and go home to 
God and we with him forever.’’ And no doubt 
this sainted spirit of which she spoke 
has now met Lucy in the city of God, and clothed 
in all the freshnessand beauty of immortal life, 
they sit together in the bowers of paradise and talk 
lovingly of thedear ones here on.earth aw:iing 
the summons that will soon uaite them eternally 
to those who have gone before. 

No one who was with Lucy during her iliness 
can forget her many expressions of love for those 
around herand forevery oneshe knew. The 
spirit of love seemed to be the ministrant of her 
life. She would often say, ‘I have not an un- 
kind thought of any living creature; I love every: 
body,’’ and sometimes when she was supposed to 
be unconscious, she would look into the faces of 
those ministering at her sick bed,and exclaim: 
“How I love you.”’ Unselfish,aod always thought- 
ful for the comfortof other:, she often expressed 
regret for needing so much attention, and in her 
last hours her anxiety wasfor thegriefof her 
beloved mother an¢é other loved onesof the 
family.

Death of Colonel BB, F. Whitner, ot 
Fiorida. 


We learn that our fellow-townsman, Major 
John C, Whitner, has just received the painful 
intelligence of the death of his eldest broth, 
Colonel B. F. Whitver, of Silvey ‘ake, south 
Florida. te 18 assured of the warmest sympathies 
oi our community. 

Colonel Whitner, son of Hon. Benjamin F. 
Whitner, a prominent citizen of South Carolina 
and of Florida, was born in South Carolina Sep 
tember 23, 1819, and died last Friday, April 29th, 
of pneumonia after a brief illness, He was edu- 


cated at our state university, gradua- 
ting with the second honor, though 
one of the youngest in the class Though 


scarce 17 years old, when he finished his Latin 
salutatory, nme astonished all present a the 
commencement by stepping forward and 
delivering an original poem about his loved land 
of flowers. There was so much beauty and real 
merit in this production that many of those 
present unitedina request of a copy of it for 
publicati.n. As soon as it was’ published young 
Whitner was offered by the publishers 
of the Southern Literary Messenger, 
Richmond, Virginia, then the leading 
literary periodical in the south, the position of 
associate editor, This was modestly deciined. 

Very soon after graduation he married Mies 
Sarah J, Church, second daughter of Rev. Dr. 
Alonzo Church, president of the universi y of 
Georgia, and since then bas lived in F.iorida, Ex- 
cepting some occasional pieces, all of which bear 
the impress of true poetic genius, Mr. Whitner 
never wrote any more, but devoted himself until 
the close of the war to farming, ol! which he 
was passionately fond—and since the war 
to fruit-growing in south Florida. Strange 
as il May appear to those woo never expect any- 
thing practical from men of high literary taste. 
Colonel Whitner was one of the most practical 
men inthe world In farming, he at once, by 
his good sense and energy, became a leader in 
that industry in Florida. And so it has been in 
fruit growing. Scores of our Atlanta poor’: and 
thousands from other places, know that he was 
pre-eminentiy the successful man at that busi- 
Ness, 

Colonel Whitner was a man of extreme modesty, 
Possessed of abilities which would have adorned 
any position, he pee ferred his home and béloved 
family to ali the honors of earth. He was, how- 
ever, amost active mémber of the Presbyterian 
church—and he wil! long be missed in his noble 
work as a Christian in the community where he 
lived. Warm-hearted and hospitable, his heart 
and his home were open to his friends, and even 
to Strangers, He died as he had lived, ‘‘at peace 
with God and man,” at his beautiful home, sur- 
rounded by his orange blossoms and banana 
trees. 

When here last October he said to his brother, 
of whom he was very fond: “My brother— 
Things are different witu me from what they used 
to be lused to planand work a long ways 
ahead, but now everything seems nigh. I will 
soon be down torest. We may never meet again 
here, but we will meet with our loved ones before 
long—yes, before long ”’ 

A good man—a useful man~—a warmbearted 
man—an honest man—a true Christian ‘‘full of 
good works,’’ has gone to his rest indeed.
